This afternoon at Clayton, the county seat 
of St. Louls, a Coroner’s jury is investigating 
the death of Frank J. Bowman, who was shot 
down yesterday by B. Maziere Chambers, to 
whom he had been the source of much finan- 
cial trouble, and from whom he was endeavor- 
ing to Obtain, on a judgment, What little 
money he supposed his debtor could still 
command. 

On account of the notoriety which Bowman 
had attained during his reckless career, and 
the good reputation in which the family to 
which his slayer beiongs is held, the tragedy 
was sonsational. Rowman was a man who 
bad placed his life in jeopardy so many times’ 
by his aggressiveness that it had been a

oceasions, that be had not been killed, and 
when the news of his tragic fate was given to 
the community last evening in the Posr- Dis-

PUSHED TO THE WALL. 

It is evident, however, that in the quiet con- 
versation on the steps Chambers bad becn 

ushed to the wali, and felt that he had 
reached the limit of human endurance. His 
first remark as be reappeared with the gun 

was directed to Bowman, in a very loud tone. 

Get off my place. I'll give you just 
three minutes to get off my place.’ 

This was the warning to Bowman 

That Chambers was terribly ip earnest was 
evidenced by his actions, at thesame time 
raising his weapon and leveling it at Bowman. 

Deputy Garrett says he was paralyzed with 
astonishment, but recovered himself suffic- 
tently to shout to Chambers: 

**Don’t do that, don’t do that!’’ 

Chambers heard the remark, but was deter- 
mined, and simply answered: 

Garrett, get of my place. 

The deputy obeyed the command instantly, 
and got off the place as rapidly as bis legs 
could carry him. e says, however, that he 
saw the shot fred, and that it almost imme- 
diately followed bis warning to him. The 
chatge Of shot entered Bowman's cheek, and 
he fell dead where he stood. The members of 
the family say Bowman threw his hand back 
as if to draw a weapon before Chambers fired. 

THE DEPUTY'’S FRIGHT. 

Deputy Garrett's statement that he wit- 
nessed the shooting is pot in 7 54 with 
the version given by members of the Cha 
bers family. They say the officer left as — 
as Ord , and could not be induced to aa 
tur , though requested to do so, aud thou 
told by a member of the family that . 
Chambers desired to surrender himself. In- 
stead, he covered the distance to Ferguson as 
guickly as possibie, and frum there telephoned 
to Sheriff Dosenbach at Clayton, summonin 
him to the ecene of the tragedy. His story o 
the shooting and Chambers’ insane condition 
and position of defiance ey excited the 
people of the little town Ferguson, and no 
one seemed exactly clear as to just what 
should be done. One story was that Chambers 
had taken position by Bowman's body, armed 
with two revolvers, aud threatened to shoot 
anybody who attempted to arrest him. The 
deputy was afraid to venture to do his duty 
undef tue law without support and set about 
— an armed se of twenty men. 

The arrival of Sheaiff Dosenbach made the use 
of these unnecessary. Garrett explained later 
that hesimply imtended to use the posse to 
prevent Chambers’ escape. 

ARMED WITH TWO REVOLVERS. 

Outside of the excited story of the Deputy 
Sheriff the only reason to suppose Chambers 
still contemplated deeds of violence was in 
the statement of Christ Straub, a Kirkwood 
contractor. Mr. Straub was doing some ma- 
sonry work about the house, and, ignorant of 
the tragedy that nad occurred, drove into the 
yard in his wagon. Noticing Bowman’s body 
and seeing Chambers onthe porch, be asked 
the latter” what it meant. The latter replied 
that he ought to know him, that he was one of 
hie neighbors. Chambers, says Mr. Straub, 
looked 4 perfect demon, and was armed with 
swe , Oe navy revolvers, asif awaitingan at- 

Mr. Straub immediately concluded that 
~y = in unsafe quarters and his flight was 
as precipitate as had been that ot the Deputy 
Sheriff. He was met on the road by Sheriff 
Dosenbach, but was so much excited that the 
latter eould not understand anything he was 


saying. 
AFTER THE SHOOTING. 

The fear asto Chambers doing any further 
violence seems, however, to have been en- 
tirely unfounded. All of bis passion seemed 
to have passed away with the firing of the 
shot which killed the man whom he regarded 
as his persecutor. He was cool and deliberate 
in all hie actions after that. Seating himself 

on the porch he gules awaited the arrival of 
an officer to ta him into custod Dr. 
Hereford, who resides in the neighb rhood 
was called in, but as Bowman’s death had 
been instantaneous, his services were of 
course unnecessary. Rev. Father Stuntebeck, 
of the St. Louis University, was also sent for, 
to 8 Mr. Chamber's bed-ridden mother, 
who age 92 years.

Testimony of Witneses. 


The story of the killing of Bowman and all 
the Ingidente that through years have been 
leading up to sucha bloody end is a long 


one, but the testimony on which Mr. Chambers’ 
fature will depend is very brief. Eye witnesses 
were few. The one who might have seen and 
known what occurred, ran away. The priest 
who wap called to the bedside of Mr. Cham 
bers’ ol other, gathered what information 
he could and made a succinct statement. 
Those who were about the place at tne time 
or afterwards tell what they know of the at- 
fair, and this testimony, told as briefly as 
possible, is given below. It is the case 
i Mr. Chambers will bave to go to 
rial. 
ARRETT’S FIRST STATEMENT. 

The aret story told by Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Garrett was a strange one. It was told on the 
grounds after the Killing. 

He says that be started out with Bowm an at 
0:30 O clock to levy an attachment under a 
judgment for $28,666 on Chambers“ farm. 
Shortly after noon the arrived at Ferguson 
and proceeded to Chambers’ place, which was 
about two miles from the station.

Frank J. Bowman’s Career. 


Bowman’s death was the end of a vexatious 
career. His manner of taking off was in har- 
mony with his career Ever since 
be firstcame to St. Louis, many years azo, 
Bowman has been a notable character, on ac- 


count of the many more or less sensational 
episodes and cases with which he bas been 
connected. He was a man of no little brili- 
jancy and irrepressible energy. His ups and 
downs were sudden and remarkable, and few 
men who lived such a life as he could have 
been half as successful. 

Frank J. Rowman wasin his Sth year. He 
was born in Barnard, Windsor County, Vt. His 
parents were poor and his opportunities for 
education were slit. At an earl he 
went to Woonsocket and entered the law 
office of Judge: Washburn. After reading law for 
the period required by the statutes he passed 
a successful examination and was admitted to 
the bar. When the war broke out he enlisted 
as a private. He soon rose to the rank of 

ajor. He displayed great bravery on the 
field of Gettysburg and was presented with a 
saber and badge by his brother officers. When 
the war ended ne came to St. Louis and de- 
gan the practice ofthelaw. The firstsuit in 
which he attracted much public attention 
was in that instituted by Stilson Hutchins 
againet Ben De Bar and the old Opera- 
house Co. for the recovery of certain prop- 
erty. His manner of practice in this while 
characterized by no little original merit, was 
80 audacious as to soon make him a conspic- 
uous figure among the legal fraternity. He 
bad as his opponent in this case A. B. Wake- 
field. Allthe persons interested In the case 
went armed during its progress and bioodshed 
was expected. Bowman seemed to have no 
fear and his aggressiveness won dim a local 
reputation for courage. That he was aman 
of courage his whole career is evidence. 


THE MISSOURI PACIFIC CASE. 

The case which gave him most fame asa 
lawyer was that of St. Louls County against 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad Co. This was 
the dude or at least, one of the biggest 
suits in the history of Missouri legisiation. In 
1876 a suit was brought by George E. Ketoham 
in the United States Oourt against the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Rallroad, the predecessor ofthe 
Missouri Pacific company, to foreciose a third 
mortgage and appoint a receiver. While the 
action was in progress the firm of Hill & 
Bowman, composed of Britton A. Hill and 
Frank J. Bowman, filed an intervening peti- 
art ot the county, setting up that 
the county had 3 lien 2 the property 
inthe amount of $700,000. The petition said 
that under an act of the Legisiature passed 
in 1865 the County of St. Louls loaned the 
Missouri Pacific Kallroad Co. the sum of 
$700,000 on twenty-year 7 per cent bonds. The 
interest on these bonds had been regularly 
paid until the road became unable to continue 
payments on account of financial embarrass- 
ments. These bonds were handed over to 
the Pacific Railroad without anything to show 
that they were a loan to the company. This 
left the debt unsecured or rather in the con- 
dition ofan unsecured debt. Bowman took 
the ground thatas the debt was contracted 
under and by virtue of an act of the Legisia- 
tare, that tne act was in itself sufficient notice 

parties of the existence of the 

and of the company’s  Iiiability. 

held that it did not matter how many 
bands the property passed through, the 
county had an equitable lien upon ite earn- 
ings and for the amount of the principal when 
itbecamedue. Bowman took the case on an 
agreement with the county that if he won he 
was to receive $50,000. If he lost, nothing. At 
a regular meeting of the County Court, a few 
days after the agreement was made, the con- 
tract was annulied, the suspicion having 
gained ground that the suit would amount to 
nothing, and that the county would be 
caught for heavy costs. Bowman beard 
of what had been done and appeared 
before the County Oourt the same day and 
madean address which carried with it such 
conviction that when he left the court he car- 
ried away with himanew contract on the 
same terms. The case first came up inthe 
Circuit Court. Among the attorneys who üg - 
ured in the case were: Cline, Jamison & Day, 
attorneys for O. K. Garrison, Grover & Ellis, 
attorneys for James Seligman and Thomas W. 
Pierce; A. M. Gardner, attorney for Rufus J. 
Lackland and Dwight Durkee; oble & Orrick, 
attorneys for James D. Fish and Henry F. 
Vail; James O’Broadhead, attorney for 
George K. Ketcham et al.; A. J. F. Garesche 
and Henry A. Clover, who were associated 
with Bowman 4 Hill on behalf of the county. 

At the March term of the Circuit Court Judge 
Dillion made a decree in which Judge Treat 
concurred, declaring that the railroad com- 
pany was liable tothe county. The case was 
taken all the way to the United States Supreme 
Court, wherein time the decision of the lower 
court was affirmed by a majority of the Judges. 
The money was paid over and Bowman got his 
fee. During his researches in this case Bow- 
man thought he discovered thatthe Missour! 
Pacific Railroad Co. had no right to the track 
from the Union Depot tothe levee, it having 
been laid during the war oy the author- 
ity of Provost arshal Justin McKinstry. 
He came into court one day and filed his claim 
tothe tract, alleging that he secured the title 
to it from its rightful owners. He falied, 
however, to make Lis claim stand in law. 


BOWMAN’S DISBARMENT. 

Bowman next figured prominently before 
the public in November, 1877, when charges 
were preferred against him and bis disbar- 
ment sought. The charges were of a serious 
character. Briefly stated the allegations were 
to the effect that he had acted as the attorney 
for the St. Louis Life Insurance Co. and for 
the Insurance Department at the same time 
and in matters in which both were involved. 
The charges were formally presented to the 
Cireuit Court by Judge C. H. Krum and Judge 
Alexander Martin on behalf of the associa- 
tion, and Bowan was cited to appear before 
Judges Wiibur and Boyle to show cause wh 
he should not be disbarred. He flatly denie 
allthe charges preferred against him. The 
case was tried by a special jury composed of 
ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard, foreman; M. W. 
Willes, Richard Hospes, Ben May, John B. 
Gray, and B. Chamberiain, Charles 8. Thomp- 
son, Wm. M. Senter, J. K. Cummings, David 
Nicholson, Sr., F. L. Haydel and Wm, 

„Lange. Bowman was aided in 
conducting his case by Col. D. P. Dyer and 
Col. R. 8. Macdonald. After a lengthy trial 
the jury brought in a verdict of guilty and the 
court announced the judgment of disbarment. 
Bowman took an appeal to the Appeliate 
Court. The judgment was affirmed. He at- 
tempted to appeal to the State Supreme Court, 
but was not allowed to do so, as the Appellate 
Court had final jarisdiction. He then ap- 

aled to the United States Supreme Court on 
he und that the State Cunstitution con- 
fining the jurisdiction in his case to the Court 
of A als was in conflict with the fourteenth 
He was represented by 

Senator Geo F. Edmunds, Judge Jerry 
Black and Judge David Wagner. The case was 
then decided against him. That seemed to

PERSONAL ENCOUNTERS. 

Bowman was ofa belligerent nature and it 
was this characteristic which led him into the 
old Times complications, just as he asserted: 
‘*To break the —— thing up. His action as a 
wrecker ofthat institution was directly re- 
sponsible for the tragedy yesterday. ; 

aziere Chambers, his slayer, having been

The complications growing out of a suit in 
which the Windsor Hotel was involved, and 
other matters in which Bowman and 
John M. Glover were opponents led 
to a challenge for a duel from Bowman 
to Glover. Seconds were appointed, but the 
duel never came off. The seconds for Glover 
were to have been Silas Bent and Judge Gantt 
and for Bowmen Celsus Pries and R. 8. Mac- 
donald. Previous to that Bowman had chal- 
lenged Attorney-General B. G. Boone to a 
duel for making reflections on him in a 
speech. There was no duel, however, friends 
interfering. During the Opera-house suit 
Bowman and Andy Mead came together, but 
the consequences were not serious to either. 
He also made a sensation by attacking and 
beating rather badly Judge Horatio M. Jones, 
who, as receiver of the Columbia Life Insur- 
ance Co., made areport which reflected very 
seriously on Bowman. 

THROWN DOWN ST BY GEN. NOBLE. 

About ten years a Bowman came into 
contact with Secretary Nobie and retired from 
the encounter very considerably the worse for 
wear. Gen. Noble was the attorney in a case 
in which Bowman appeared for the defend- 
ant. One morning Bowman appeared in 
court and asked that the case be continued, 
stating to the Judge that Gen. Nobie had 
agreed tothe continuance. As it bappened, 
just as Bowman was speaking, Noble entered 
the room. Heat once spoke a few words to 
the Judge contradicting Bowman’s statements 
and the court refused to continue the case. 
It may be mentioned at this point that Bow- 
man eventually lost the suit. 

After the point had been settied, both Noble 
and Bowman left the court-room, accom- 
panied by a number of lawyers. As the party 
entered the second balcony of the rotunda 
Gen. Noble turned to his opponent and ina 
perfectly good-natured tone said: ‘‘Bowman, 
as a matter of curiosity I would like to know 
wate told that lie?’’ 

What do vou mean, sir, what do you mean,“ 
„1 don’t understand 


blustered Bowman, 
you?’’ 

‘*Il asked you why you told that lie; whether 
you'can understand that or not depends solely 
and entirely upon whether or not you can un- 
derstand the English language, 

‘*]don’tallow people to talk to me that 
way, said Bowman, bristling up to Mr. Nobie, 
‘*I have slapped men’s faces for less than 
that. 

Nou have, have you, said Noble, Well, 
you won’t slap mine.’’ Gen. Noble was 
standing at the time near the bead of the 
staircase on the second floor of the Court- 
house. His bands were in his pockets, he 
was smslling and was apparently in the best 
possible humor. Bowman approached him, 
but as soon as he came within reach Noble 
took his right hand out of his pocket, seized 
Bowman y the front of his coat and 
shirt, gave him half a dozen hearty shakes, 
and then tossed him away as a cat might a 
mouse. Bowman reeled off and fell half-way 
down the winding stairs that connect the seo- 
ond with the firststory. He slowly gathered 
himself up, painfully mounted the steps and 
again confronted his antagonist, this time 
without making any hostile demonstrations. 

‘*T enali send a gentieman to call on you 
and demand satisfaction for this insult.’’ 

„Oh, no, you won't, replied Gen. 
Noble, carelessly throwing over the 
railing Bowman’s cravat, which had remained 
In his hands, no gentieman will carry any 
message from you to me, and if you send any - 
one else he will go down my office stairs a 

reat deal faster than hecameup. You had 
better not try that game with me. 

Noble then waiked away and Bowman took 
his departure, breathing threats of dire ven- 

eance as soon as Noble was out of earshot. 
any of Nobie’s friends advised him to carry 
arms to protect himselfin case of attack, but 
be laughed at the idea, asserting that he was 
in no danger at All. He often passed Bowman 
on the street, but never had any trouble with 
him. Abeuta year later Bowman called upon 
Gen. Noble in his office, not with the intention 
of avenging his honor, but for the pacific pur- 
eof asking bim to show him an old brief, 
which contained some authorities that Bow- 
man wished to use. Nobile gave him tue brief 
and Bowman departed without in any way re- 
ferring to his overthrow. 
LEAVING 8T. LOUIS. 

When Bowman left St. Louls about four 
years ago, as stated above, he went to take up 
a permanent residence in New York. For a long 
time previous to this summer he and his wife 
— way my Miss Piatt), lived at the Pierrepont 

ouse in Brooklyn, which is one ot the most 
fashionable hotels in the city. They left the 
Pierrepont House early in the summer. Mrs. 
Bowman went to Europe and he went to the 
country. Mrs. Bowman’s father is a resident 
of New York. His name is Abraham B. Piatt 
and he sone a clothing store at 595 Broadway. 
Although living in Brooklyn, Bowman had an 
office in New York. It was room 87, United 
Bank Building, Broadway and Wall street.

DWELT IN THE RUINS. 


ASAD CASE OF UTTER DESTITUTION AND 
WOEFUL NEGLECT. 


Louis E. Conrad Arrested for Neglecting 
His Children—A Family Living in the 
Dilapidated Buildings Near the Insane 
Asylum—The Little Ones Sleep in Un- 
Sheltered Beds and Live With the Dogs. 


OUIS E. CONRAD was 

arrested this morning 

at the request of the 

Humane Society. He 

and his three children 

have been living in the 

midst of tne awful filth 

and squalor in the old 

Kemper College build- 

ing, near the Insane 

Asylum, and in a hut 

which stands near it. 

Two days ago Mrs. 

Comstock, the President of the Women’s 

Humane Society of Missouri, was informed 

through a letter that a case of neglect near 

the old County Farm demanded the attention 

of the society. She notified Humane Agent 

N. T. Williams of the matter, and he began an 
investigation. 

Mr. Williams went out to the old Poor-house 
this morning with Officer R. W. Kelley and 
placed Conrad under arrest. As the patrol 
wagon rattled up to the door, a strangely 
desolate scene presented itself. Degradation 
and negiect stood out in every direction. In 
the door ofa little wooden hovel which stood 
off to one side at the main bullding ot the 
County - house, long ines abandoned to 
DECAY AND RUIN, 
little girls. Both were hat- 
less and ragged, while their yellow 
hair straggled about their cheeks. By 
their side stood two large staghounds and 
three little puppies, and all of them barked 
and growled vociferously at the intrusion of 


the visitors. An acquaintanceship was soon 
struck with the little ones, and an inspection 
of the premises commenced. Inside the littie 
hovel, which was 10 by s feet, stood an old 
cooking-stove and two chairs. Rags and dirt 
lay in every corner. The other room was 
roofiess and floorless, the windows, case and 

luss, being shattered. In one corner lay a 

undie of rags, but there was no bed in the 
shanty. 

„This is where we live,“ replied little Ella, 
7 years old, in answer to a question. We 
sleep up in the big house.’’ 

„TRE BIG HOUSB’’ 
was the ruina of the brick house long ago 
used by the authorities atthe Poor Farm as a 
hospital. It was a rambling structure about 
100 feet long and 35 wide. A rickety door was 
opened and the officers, stepped in behind 
their little guide.

THE KILLING OF BOWMAK, 


The killing of Franx J. BOwMAN by B. 
M. CuamBERS was the end of a career 
| replete with treacheries and aggressions, 
some of which might have ended tragic- 
ally years ago without surprising the 
public. As for Mr. CHAMBERS, although 
ever a man of peace who had shown no 
homicidal tendencies, rumors were cur- 
rent for some years past that he was lead- 
ing the life of a broken-hearted recluse, 
goaded by Bowman to a state of mind 
bordering on insanity. On the other 
hand the demoniac tenacity with which 
BOWMAN was known to pursue those 
whom he had selected as his victims 
prevented any surprise at his 
Teturn to this city on such 
a mission as that which cost 
his life, although it was supposed that his 
removal from St. Louis on account of bis 
evil notoriety was permanent. His 
last visit was only another revela- 
tion of theaudacious and fell spirit which 
always controlled him and finally 
wrought his doom. The only element of 
surprise was that such a man as Mr. 
CHAMBERS could be goaded to do the kill- 
ing under circumstances suggesting ex- 
treme provocation rather than juastifica- 
tion. He is in the hands of the law, how- 
ever, and not till the evidence is all ad- 
duced can the degree of his criminality be 
properly estimated.

DEGRADING THE PRESIDENCY. 

The spoils system is responsible for 
many disgraceful incidents, but none 
more humiliating to the people of the 
United States than that furnished by 
President HaRRISON and a Republican 
Congressman. 

The Congressman ina public dispatch 
accuses the President and Secretary WIN- 
pom of having broken solemn promises 
by the appointment of Mr. METCALFE as 
Appraiser. In reply, the President hum- 
bles himself before the Congressman, ad- 
mits that he has broken his promise, but 
attempts to justify himself on the ground 
that the pressure of office-seeking is so 
great that he forgot it as he forgets many 
other promises and pledges. 

This confession reveals a condition in 
the administration, of the government 
which must bring a blush of shame to the 
cheek of every honorable citizen. It 
throws a luminous flash of light on the 
inner workings of national politics and 
shows there a disgusting mass of petty 
bargaining, office-huckstering, selfish 
greed for spoils and disreputable schem- 
ing in which the man who is charged with 
the noble duty of administering the 
government of this great country and of 
guarding the welfare of 60,000,000 of 
people is harried, harassed and forced 
into miserable bargains with petty 
politicians which he cannot remem- 
ber or keep. The promises he 
makes to one man are either driven 
out of his mind or are rendered impossi- 
ble of fulfilment by the worrying impor- 
tunity of thousands of others. He is in- 
volved in a tangle of paltry and degrad- 
ing complications which disgrace his office 
and render him unfit to administer his 
trust. He is placed on the level of a ward 
boss who must meet the disreputable de- 
mands of his henchmen for “boodle” and 
official rewards in order thattheir greedy 
followers may be satisfied. He becomes a 
mere administrator of the spoils. The 
White House is changed into a ward dis- 
pensing place, and the sanctuary of liberty 
into a political huckster’s stall. 

Surely the honest and intelligent people 
have had enough of this disgrace. The 
time has come for a vigorous popular 
movement in favor of genuine civil service 
reform, which shall free it from depend- 
ency on the pledges ofa man who con- 
fesses thathe cannot keep his promises. 
It should be placed on a broad substantial 
basis, which shall reserve the Presidency 
for its own high duties and eliminate from 
national politicsthe corrupting element 
of spoils.

The Traffic in Human Seings Carried on 
Openly and Without Iuterferenee— Rus -

Been, Oct. 22.—The Reichstag opened to- 
day. Herr Von Boettcher, Vice-President of 
the Prussian Ministry, read the Emperor’s 
speech from the throne. The address says: 

The active attention of the present Reich- 
stag has been especially directed to the secur- 
ing of peace abroadand at bome, and the task 
of the forthcoming session will be in the same 
direction. When the Reichstag met in 1887 the 
foremost object was the consolidation of the 
defensive powers of the Fatherland. The 
Reichstag, with patriotic appreciation of the 
situation, applied itself thereto. Your co- 
operation to this end will be again claimed in 


order to develop the efficiency of the army, 
its readiness for action in accordance with 
whatever circumstances may arise, and will 
thereby impart to the efforts of the Emperor 
and his exalted allies for the preservation of 
peace, the weight which is their due in the 
counoil of nations. 

AMENDING THE MILITARY LAW. 

‘‘A bill will be presented by the Govern- 
ment amending the military "law of May 2, 
1874. It will provide for h distribution 
of the army and is intended to readjusted in 
the interest of the training and conduct of 
the army, the inequalities of organization 
which have arrisen through strengthening 

the army and the displacement of troops 
from time to time. From this cause and the 
corresponding expansion of the naval power 
arises the additional expenditure set forth in 
the budget. 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The financial statement to be submitted will 
presenta considerable increase in the ma- 
tricular contributions of the several States to 
the army, compared with those of the current 
financia "year. Nevertheless, those contri- 
bations will not greatly exceed the sums 
handed to the Federal States from the Im- 

erial revenue. New socialist and banking 

ills are also announced to be introduced. 
BAST AFRICAN AFFAIRS. 

In East Africa, thanks go the sppro of 
the Reichstag, thorough weasures for thé sup- 
pression of t le slave trade and the protec- 
tion of German interests have been taken. 
The forces organized with the means provided 
by the Reichstag have cojointly with the navy 
so far accomplished their tasks, rendering it 
ngain possible after agreement with the other 
— powers to raise the —ä— — 
The Sultan of Zanzibar, moreover, has 
comprehensive decrees promising to — 
the abolition of slavery. The costs of the East 
Africa expedition coul not for various reasons 
be limited to thesums granted by the law 
passed in February, 1889. Therefore anew bill 
relative to the costs of the expedition will be 


submitted. 
COLONIAL AFFAIRS. 

A special department to have charge of 
Coionial affairs will be formed in order to re- 
lieve the Forelgn Office of excessive work. 
The hopes expressed by the Emperor to the 
Retchsta on November 22, 1885, that with 
God’s he p, the peave of Europe would be aus- 
tained, huve not only been realized, but have 
gained strength as regards the future, owing 
to the personal relations which the Emperor 
has since cultivated with the rulers of friendly 
nations, thereby helping to strengthen the 
confidence felt abroad in the honest love of 
peace animating Germany’s policy and justi- 
fiying the belief that European ace, based 
on existing treaties, God helping, wil be 
maintained during 1890. 

EX-EMPRESS FREDERICK. 

Ex-Empress Frederick, accompanied by 
Princess Sophie, the flances of the Orown 
Prince of Greeoe, and her other daugbters, 
sailed for Venice on the Austrian Lloyd 
steamer Imperatrice for Corinth to-day. 

THE BUDGET 

The budget was presented to the Richstag 
to-day.

A BILL 1 RAISE THE WAGESOF THE CITY 
POLIQGEMAN. 


Nimety Dellars a Month Will Be Asked 
Instead of Seventy-Five—Strovg Argu- 
ments ich Will Be Urged in Favor of 
the Iner The Bill Goes to the Munic- 
pal Assembly Teo-Night. 


HE Munleipal Assembly wil! 
meet this evening for the 
first time after its summer 
vacation, and one of the 
first bills of importance 
which will be submitted is 
the dll to raise the salaries 
of patrolmen and turnkeys 
on the police force. The 
bill will only cover the pay 
of patrolmen and turnkeys. 
It is in substance that all 
patrol men, after six 
months’ service, be vaid 
$90 a month, instead of $75.a month, as at 
present, and that turnkeys be paid $70 a 
thonth, instead of $60 a month as now. 

The é@alaries of the other members of the 
force will be left untouched. 

This movement has been contempila for 
some time, and is in accord with the 1 
passed by the State Legisiature at the session 
of 1873-74, when provisions were made estab- 
lishing the rates of pay for the police 
foree. All the members except patrolmen 
have had their pay increased at differ- 
ent times up to the amounts specified in the 
State law, but the patroimen have been left 
with the same pay as they had at that time. 
Various reasons and excuses have been urged 
every time an effort has been made to get 
this increase and on every occasion hereto- 
fore that the attempt has been made it has 
failed. 

The supporters of the movement this time, 
however, feel confident that success will 
crown their efforts, as the reasons in favor of 
the increase have been growing daily more 
numerous and more urgent. 

The pill will be presented by Mr. Thomas B. 
Harvey, the attorney, who has been engaged 
for the purpose. Mr. Harvey has not been idle 
and bas collected a great many interesting 
police statistics which argue strongly in favor 
of an Increase to the St. Louis men. Mr. Har- 
vey sald to-day: ‘‘I think that the bill will go 
through on ite merits, but we have collected 
facts and figures with which to back our argu- 
ments. The St. Louis patrolman has a great 
deal to do, and his responsibilities are as 
great or greater than those of menof the 
same grade iu all other cities in the United 
States. When you consider the vast amount 
of public property and private interests he 
has to look after you will ee just how poorly 
paid he is for his services. With the march 
of modern improvements the patrolman’s 
duties increase. There are hundreds of city 
ordinances now existing which are s0 drawn 
that the main duty of seeing that they are nét 
violated falls upon the patrolman. Then 
there are all the police regulations besides, 


with which the men must conform strictly, 
and all taken together makes quite a formida- 
bie arrey.

POOR MAGGIE HAURIGAN. 


A Pretty Young Girl’s Mysterious Disap- 
pearance and Death. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcs. 
GREENWICEH, N. 1. * Oct, 22.—The body of 


Miss Maggie Haurigan, who disappeared on 
Friday night, was found on Saturday in a 
shallow brook, about a mile from this village. 
Miss Haurigan was a handsome young lady of 
18, of excellent reputation and social stand- 
ing, well Known and hiy respected. At 7 
o’clock on Friday evéning she was seen 
with a strange girl walking about the streets 


of the village. She did not return to her home 
1 * ht, and as she was not in the 
habit o out late in the evening, much 
alarm — tel by her family and friends.

The conciu- 
sion of some was that the iri was 
dead when ber body was placed in the 
brook. The indications were that she had 
been criminally assauited, and either that 
she had been &tiffied to deaden her cries and 
the body thrown into the water to give the 
appearance of suicide, or that the assignation 
being voluntary, she had from shame and re- 
morse thrown herself into the creck. Who 
the strange giri was with whom Maggie was 
seen last Friday evening is not known, as she 
has disappeared as mysteriously as she came. 
Nor is it known what men they were in com- 
pany with before or after they were seen 
ogether that evening on the street. The 
officers claim to have suspicions of a man 
familiar with the locality, but will give no 
names. The inquest bas been ed until 
next Saturday. 


A $50,000 SUIT SETTLED, 


The Suit of MeDonald & Co. Dismissed in the 
Circuit Court. 


The $50,000 damage suit of McDonald & Co. 
ve. James Black, James Findley and Ogilvie 
Robertson of Carslaw, Henderson & Co. of 
Glasgow, Scotland, was settled yesterday in 
Judge Dillon’s court, the plaintiffs agreeing to 
dismiss the case and settle all costs. 
The suit was upon the guarantee of payment 
for certain purchases agreed upon. The pur 


chase was to be made by McDonald &Co., and 
the goods to be sold inthe United States and 
the profits divided. The defendants, how- 
ever, finally refused to guarantee payment 
and the purchase did not go through. 

The matter was settled by agreement yes- 
terday and the suit dismissed. Mr. David 
McDonaid made a statement concerning the 
case this morning as follows: 

In one of the morning papers reference is 
made toa 1 jn the Ciroult Court in 
which my firm of Macdonald 4 Oo. were the 
piaintiffs and Carsiaw, Henderson & Co. were 
defendants... That paper entirely misstates 
the omen tg between the parties and does 
my firm great injustice. The goods seiected 
and purchased by me on the Oontinent 
of Europe and in England and Ireland 
were not as stated in morn- 
ing paper ot an interior quality. unsal- 
able and old-fashioned,’’ but were t 0 cream 
ofthe markets, Our suit against the defend- 
dante was to recover damages for breach of 
their contract to guarantee payment of the 
goods collected and purchased by me. The 
only branch of the case wherein the question 
of inferior goods came in was under an en- 
tirely different contract from that we were 
suing on, and referred to goods selected 
Dy the defendants and shipped to 8. 
Louis by them to us. Of course, the 
whole matters in controversy have been set- 
tied, but itis only ja@stice to me that it should 
be known that the goods which were the sub- 
ect matter of the suitand which were selectea 

y me were of the choicest quality and that 
the only iaferior goods referred to were goods 
not selected by me, but by the defendants, 
aud that it was Land not they who raised the 
question of inferior goods, which, after all, 
was but a subordinate question in the case 
now happily settied by mutual concession.’! 

As Will be seen from Mr. McDonald’s state 
ment the controversy was not upon the ques- 
tion of quality, but upon the carrying out of a 
specific comtract.

They jump before the pub- 
lic and postulate a theory ora scheme which 
they call a ‘Brotherhood plan.’ Then they 
tear it to pieces and claim that it will never 
work. Four-fifths of thetalk about alleged 
Brotherhood schemes emanate from the hair- 
brained Western newpaper men. If the 
base-ball players of the League should 
make up their minds to play dall 
for men with just as much money 
and an amount of brains equal to that pos- 
sessed by the League people, can they be pre- 
vented? Ithink not. You see 1 do not bring 
the Brotherhood into the case at all. I am 
merely supposing a case.

The contract was that the 
addition should be made while Morris was 
away in Florida, and the singular feature was, 
so it was alleged, that Mr. Morris required 
thatthe room should beso constructed that 
it would be Impossible for anyone else in the 
house to hear snores in case the occupant of 
the room should happen to snore.

A new 
structure of brick and stone was being added 
to the cottage, with an arched facade 
supported by solid 23 A chimney 
fifty feet high, with a  hearthstone 
weighing two tons, was one of the details of 
the addition. Morris also found, so he al- 
leges, that the architect had arranged fora 
carved frieze to the bedroom and windows of 
Venetien stained glass, with allegorical pict- 
ures. The dath-room was tobe domed aud 
finished in hand painted embossed leather, 
with windowsof opalescent jeweled giass. 
Incidentally there wasto bea closet with a 
tiled floor and ashoe box of polished slate 
in one corner. In the wall was to 
be built a cabinet wardrobe, with wall 
ornamented ot hammered brass and 
antique bronze. The whole agg 
would require an expenditure of $27,000. Mr. 
Morris ordered further artistic work sto ped 
and directed that the — be finished with the 
materials already athand. Then he ordered 
his lawyer to sue Architect Cutter for $16,000 
damages. This suit was thrown out ot court, 
and Architect Cutter's counter suit tor $i, 200 
for fees was pressed. He set up the defence 
that Mrs. Morris had insisted upon the artistic 
transfurmation of the cottage. The suit 
dragged through the courts for six years and 
now the Court of Appeals has decided that it 
must be tried over again. Cutter got a verdict 
at the first triai.
